Roosevelt; 
pushed him to high distinction as 
S ecre tary G eneral of the United 
Nations Conference on Internation­ 
al O rganization in San F rancisco. 
When in J a n u a ry , 1950, Hiss was 
convicted, 
Acheson, 
S ecretary of 
State of the nation the p e rju re r had 
betrayed, announced: “ I will not 
turn m y back on Alger H iss.”
